It's been really warm out. 

bottle of water, I headed out 
for Six Mile Creek Bridge. 

On this late luly scorcher, I 
moved my trusty Rambler at 
top speed—six miles per

Usually, with my good 
binoculars, I would stop sev¬ 
eral times for sighting birds. 
Not this day.

I parked the Rambler on 
the bridge and started view¬ 
ing the placid water. 

No litde turtle sunning this 

I perused from both sides 
of the bridge. There was a

spot where I saw a snapper 
before. That snapper was 
fully exposed—a large snap¬ 
per. It was the size of a din- 

This day, I waited but no 
further sighting. 

How old are these turtles 
at Six Mile Creek? 

They live many years. 

The snapping turtle’s tail is 
unique. It has sharp ridges 
running along its length. It is 
as long as the shell. 

A snapping turtle's mouth 
it shaped like a beak with no 
teeth. It is powerful so

Longmeadow Farm outside 
of Ridgeway. I was at the 
Bassett Pond nearby when 
my late father-in-law, Sid 
Kew, brought me the injured 
turtle. Its shell (carapace) 
had been cracked by the 
heavy truck's fires. Sid took a 
small branch near its mouth. 

In a flash, it cut the half-inch 
twig in two. He placed the 
uninjured turtle in the pond. 

Snapping turtles cannot 
withdraw their head and feet 
under its shell like other tur¬ 
tles. Snapping turtles make up 
their lack of body armour with 
an aggressive temperment. 

that snapping turtle took all 
of the five litde wood ducks 
at the Stevensville Conserva- 

Here are some facts about 
it. Snappers live only in fresh 
or brackish water. 

Six Mile Creek is a perfect 
setting. 

Besides man, they have a 
few natural predators. They 
are often hit by cars and 
trucks when searching for 
new ponds or nesting sites. 
In a natural setting, they can 

captivity, some have lived 
closely to 50 years. 

Snappers will eat nearly 


anything they can get their 
powerful jaws around. That 
includes my poor little wood 
ducks. 

They feed on dead ani¬ 
mals, insects, fish, birds, 
ducks, small animals, frogs 
and toads. Surprisingly, they 
eat large amounts of aquatic 

The little mud turtles at Six 
Mile Creek beware! Snap¬ 
ping turtles kill other turtles 
by biting off their heads. 

I wonder if that is why I 
haven't seen mud turtles at 
the creek.

Find relief in your garden

Tell the truth. After all the 
rain and cool of spring, even 
a cool July day, aren't you 
glad the heat and sunshine 
are here? 

I know I am. For years, I 
worked in all weathers 
and kept going without 
complaint, but my favorite 
time is now—beautiful 
morning sunrises and gor- 

shine in between. For 
those of you good folk 
who embrace the cool, 
your day will come. Right 

who love the sunshine and 
warmth. 

shine does bring issues. 
Sunburn and possibly skin 

insect bites. I know this 
pain but there are simple 
healing aids from the gar¬ 
den. These will cool and 


soothe and help with the 
discomfort. 

Sunburn soothers include 
Calendula. 

Calendula is an excel- 

spoons of dried flowers in 
one cup of hot water for 10 

Strain and chill, using with 
a soft cloth on areas of skin 
and it will ease the discom¬ 
fort for eight hours. 

St. John's Wort Cooled: 
Steep two teaspoons dried 
flowers in one cup hot 
water for 10 minutes. The 
water will turn red. Strain 
and cool the water, apply to 
skin with soft cloth. Should 
ease the discomfort for 10 

White Vinegar Soother: 
Using equal parts of vinegar 
and cool water you can 

soothe the worst sunburn. 
White vinegar will not dis¬ 
colour clothes and you can 
think French fries while you 


are soothed! 

Skin Rashes: Use cool 
cucumber, apply slices of 
cooled cucumber right to 
your rash or puree cucum¬ 
ber in the blender, apply 
mash to the skin and cover 
with a loosely woven cloth, 
rest a bit and you can 
repeat treatment often 
until the itch has 
subsided. 

Clay cure: Mix water and 
green clay powder to make 
a little paste and apply to 
itchy skin. This is espe¬ 
cially helpful with kiddies, 
as the clay draws away the 

itch. It feels cool as well. 
Many health food stores 
stock the powder for 
mixing. 

Oat Break: Add oats to a 
cool bath. Add 1/2 to one 
cup cut oats into cheese¬ 
cloth or clean athletic sock,

Time Tested Tea: Black or 
green tea in a tea bag mois¬ 
tened applied to the skin itch 
will bring quick soothing. If 
you make a pot of tea and 
allow it to cool you can also
